Tenters on Ross Flats have no right 

Report From Health Officer — 
eral Solutions are Proposed for 
Existing Conditions. 


Tenters on Ross Flats have no right 
to be there according to City Clerk 
Cox, He declares in a report to the 
commissioners that none of them pay 
rent or own the property they are 
using. He describes them as “‘squat- 
ters,’ as some of them have been 
there for over a year without being 
disturbed. He sees no serious objec- 
tion to tenters being permitted to 
use this ground, except that they are 
rather close to the waterworks. The 
commissioners have asked the medi- 
eal officer of health to report on the 
matter, and the disposition of these 
tenters will be taken up in the gen- 
eral discussion of what is to be done 
with all shackers and tenters, 


At present there appear to be only 


two solutions to this question. One, 
which was suggested some time ago 
by Dr. Whitelaw, is that large tracts 
of ground should be secured for tent- 
ers, and then that the “canvas city” 
should be laid out somewhat along 
the lines of a military camp, under 
the strict supervision of the health 
department. The other solution is 
that the city should either encourage 
some company or else go into a muni- 
cipal housing scheme itself The 
need of houses, and cheap houses, 
that may be rented on moderate 
terms.

cording to the information received 
by a Bulletin representative yester- 
day The case is said to be the most 
important of its kind that has ever 


been investigated in the province, and 
before it is finally unravelled a large 
number of well Known persons, just 
how many is not known, will have 
been implicated 

Information, it is sald, has already 
been secured to warrant the arrest 
of at least two people, and the in- 
quiries that are now diligently pro- 
ceeding may produce seme startling 
developments at any time. 

Chief of Police Carpenter recently 
issued an order that no information 
of any kind is to be divulged to the 
press, except through him, the rea- 


son jhe gives being that some of his 
subordinates have volunteered news- 
paper men in the past particulars by 
which they have obtained, he says, 
undue credit, In consequence of order, 
the Bulletin reporter could not obtain 
any information at all about the 
above-named forgeries from official 
eirecles, but the particulars may be ta- 
ken, nevertheless, as authentic. 

Detective Tucker, it said, is act- 
ing for the government in connection 
with this new matter, and has already 
unearthed information of a startling 
character Detective Schreyer of the 
city police is also engaged in connec- 
tion with the matter, 

Some time ago one or two cases of 
the kind were brougnt to light, At 
that time it was alleged that forged 
titles of tracts of land in Alberta were 
palmed off to groups of land specula- 
tors in the East, only for the monte d 
men to find that they had been badly 
victimized upon investigating the 
matter In other cases certain banks 
in the province actually made mone- 
tary udvances upon forged Utles which 
were deposited with them for se- 


is 


curity. 
The land for which the titles have 
been forged in the present cases 15 


said to be situated quite close to the 


city, and the case 1s rendered more 
intricate ‘by re ym of the fact that 
the titles have passed through the 
hands of a large number of people, 
making it very difficult for the offi- 
cials to trace the mattes.
